MEMPuis, Jan. 28.—The steamer W. R. Ar- 
tbur, from New Orleans for Louisville, which 
left here ata late hour last night, exploded 
ber boilers 14 miles above at 1:30 this morn- 
ing, tearing away the forward cabin and texas. 
She then took fire and-burned until the bow 
sunk. The night was intensely dark. After 
the explosion, most of the passengers rushed 
down to the lower deck and mavy & confa- 
sion jumped into the river and were drowned, 
When the bow sunk the waves washed the 
lower deck, sweeping offall gathered there. 

THE CAPTAIN’S STATEMENT. 

Cap‘tain Harry Brolaski, commander, says 
he had retired a half hour before. Hearing 
the explosion, he felt himself lified up and 
knocked down by the debris of the texas, 
which fellon him. He managed to extricate 
bimself; got an axe and cut his way out, sav- 
ing himself and his wife and child, whom be 
took to the ladies’ cabin and left in charge of 
Capt. Aleck Frayeer. The cabin took fire 
several times, but he and a few ethers suc- 
ceeded in extinguishing it. Had the cabin 
passengers remaised there, all would have 
been saved, but owiug to their fright, nearly 
all rushed down stairs. Cupt. Brolaski’s leg 
was badly twisted, and he has several contu- 
sions about fhe head. His wife and ber little 
sister are seriously injured. 

CAPT, FRAYSER’S STATEMENT. 

Captain J, A, Frayser, of Cincinnati, who 
Was a passepger, says that he and his wife 
were in bed, but not asleep, when the explo- 
sion took place. He heard a fearful noise 
and ran out on the guards. After telling his 
wife that the boat bad blown up, and saw the 
state of affairs, he rushed back into the cabin, 
aod found that the ladies had all left but his 
wife and Mra. Brolaski. He then learned that 
some one bad run off with the life-boat, and 
he then turned bis attention to putung out 
the fire. Hisfeet were badly frozen, but, de- 
sord this, he and his wife escaped unhurt. 

ASSISTANCE. 

About 5 o’clock this morning Capt. Ed. Da- 
beke, of the tug Repont, heard a man hallaw- 
ing outin the river, A ekifl went out and 
took him off a cotton bale. He proved to be 
ove of the survivors, and told of the accident. 
Steam was immediately raised on the tugs 
Litule Giant and Repont and the ferry-boat 
Excelsior, which proceeded to the scene, pick- 
ing Up severet on cotton buies and planks on 
the way, and brongbt all that could be found 
to the city, most of whom were half naked 
and chilled, and a large number badly hurt.

For some years past the cause of pub- 
lic education in Alabama has been under a 
cloud—Dr. J, B. Crocp, late superin-. 
tendent of Pubsie Instruction, who seems 
to have inaugurated a system of plunder at 
the commencement of his administration, 
and to have kept it up vigorously until he 
was finally kicked out of office some two 
months ago. His successor, Col. Josers 
Hopeson, editor of the Montgomery Mail, 
has been engaged since his election in 
lookimg carefully imto the affuirs of the 
superintendency, and has already brought 
to hght enough of CLoup’s rascalities to 
start one or two good-sized penitentiaries. 
In addition to these developments, we 
have a fresh batch, furnished by a special 
commission appointed by Governor Suitu, 
before he went out of office, to investigate 
Dr. CLoup’s official affairs, together with 
those of the Auditor and Treasurer of the 
State. Dr. Croup belongs to that 
order of human beings at the South known 
as scalawags; and the commissioners no 
doubt belong also to the Radical party, or 
they would have hardly been appointed to 
investigate his affairs by his friend Gov.

A late 
magazine sums up the information 
on this subject, and we quote a few iater- 
esting pa:sages. In the South of Euro 
leprosy is still endemic—especially in 
Sou France and Spain. Ite Iso pre- 
vails toa limited extent in Northern Italy, 
but it is worse in ~ than in any other 
nr of Eurove. The only place in the 

ast coast of Italy where it is known to 
exist is Comacchio, situated close to the 
notoriously u thy laganes of Ferrara, 
It is confined almost entirely to the town 
and its immediate neighborhood, and has 
oflate years diminished in frequency, so 
that the total number of lepers now in 
Comacehio is believed notto exceed a 
dozen. Among the coast of the gulf of 
Genoa, from Chiavari to the frontier of 
France; it appears to be somewhat more 
comanon in certain spots,as at Chiari 
and Varazze in the district of Genoa, but 
specially in the province of Nice, as at 
Monaco, Pigna, Castelfranco, Turb‘o, &c. 
The disease appears to be coniined to the 
poor population of the coast. 

At some points of the French coast, 
along the shores of the Mediterranean, in 
Provence, Languedoc, and Roussillon, it 
is still met with. Formerly, it was ex- 
tremely common there; and even down to 
the latter half of last century, it existed 
to a considerableextent in some districts.

All night long they pursue with 
indefatigable energy every variety of 
beetle and moth, of fly and bug, and enjoy 
most of all those which do the greatest 
injury to our fruit-trees and cereals. ven 
the only really formidable member oftheir 
race, the vampire, is much maligned; a 
gigantic bat, accused of sucking the blood 
of man and beast, it is strictly confined to 
asmall district in the tropics, and even 
there occurs but rarely. 

As bats are the indefatigable hunters of 
the air, so moles are incessantly at work un- 
derground. At the first glance, they show 


neath the turf. Their thick, reund body, 
with its close, silky fur coat; their sharp- 
pointed snout, with a long,exquisitely- 
sensitive trunk, like that of a miniature 
elephant; their broad, spade-like feet, 
their almost invisible eye, hid under a 
forest of stout hairs, and the absence of 
an external ear—all fit them for their: ac- 
tive life and fierce warfarein utter dark- 
ness. They move in sandy soil at least as 
swiftly as afish in water, andthey are true 
Ishmaelites, having no friends among 
other animals, nor, their mates alone ex- 
cepted, among their own kindred. The 
common prejudice, however, that they in- 
jure gardens and fields by gnawing roots, 
ig utterly unfounded. his is easily 
proved, he as of men, Brillat Savarin 
could say: “Show me what you eat, and I 
will tell you who you are!” so of animals 
we can say: “Show us their teeth, and we 
will tell you what they eat!’ The mole 
has not less than twenty-four good-sized 
teeth— some, eye-teeth, shaped like sharp 
daggers; others, molar teeth, resembling 
a combination of formidable saws. Such 
destructive instruments are not given to 
vegetarians. Nevertheless, farmers and 
gardners assert almost universally that 
moles are gramnivorous—another proof of 
the utter falseness of the old saying:

above all, it is fond of field-mice. In 
this respect they are far more useful even 
than cats, and would have beea long since 
domesticated but for their unpleasant 
odor and the great noise they make when 
out on their hunting-expeditions. If they 
lack agility and swiftness, they succeed 
by patience and cunning, and their bois- 
terous efforts frighten away even more 
mice than they destroy, so that they are 
most useful in barns and stables. 
Another striking peculiarity of hedge- 
hogs is their insensibility to animal pois- 
ons, @ privilege which rests by no means 
apo popular tradition only, but has been 
abundantly proved by repeated experi- 
ments. he great Russian zoologist, 
Pallas, saw a pet hedgehog of his feast to 


although no other animal touches them, on 
account of their powerful acrid juice. 
German naturaiist placed repeatedly the 
most venomous of European serpents, a 
viper, into the same cage witha hedgehog, 
and in every instance the latter, though 
severely bitten by its agile and formidable 
adversary, finally obtained the victory and 
devoured the enemy. Other savan/s go 
still further, and claim that, like eock- 
roaches, they can eat arsenic, opium and 
corrosive sublimate, with impunity; but 
this remains to be authenticated. It is 
surely quite enough if the poor, persecuted 
creature destroys thousands of the most 
dangerous enemies which man has to en- 
counter in tilling the ground, and, more- 
over, defies the ancient foe of his fall, the 
serpent. Instead, therefore, of the cruel 
treatment which it receives, it deserves to 
enjoy the same tender regard which we 
pay to useful domestic animals, the true 
and faithful friends of mankind.—{ Apple- 
tons Journal.

lar bathing, so far asthe people of this 
eountry are concerned, is certainlya habit 
of pure modern adoption. The fathers 
and mothers, and grandfathers and grand- 
mothers of those who have reached middle 
life, seldom or never bathed except in the 
warm months of summer. Their dwell- 
ings afforded no conveniences for the act, 
if they felt the need of performing it. As 
a general thing, the health was unaffected 
by this omission. Why was this? Be- 
cause of their occupationsand methods of 
living They were active workers, they 
wore but a small amount of clothing, they 
lived much in the open air, and their 
dwellings were without stove and furnace 
heat. If any ong in these days will exer- 
cise in the open air, so that each da} he 
will perspire moderately, and if he will 
wear thin undergarments, or none at all, 
and sleep in a cold room, the functions of 
theskin will suffer little or go impediment 
if water is withheld for months. 

Indeed, bathing is not the enly way in 
which its healthful action can be main- 
tained by those living under the condi 

tions at present existing. Dry friction 
ove? the whole surface of the body once a 
day or more in two days, is often of more 
service than the application of water. 
The reply of the centenarian to the in- 
quiry, to what habit of life he attributed 
his good health and extreme longevity, 
that he believed it dueto “rubbing himself 
all over witha cob every night,’ 1s signifi- 
cant of an important truth. 

If invalids and persons-of low vitality 
would use dry friction and Dr. Franklin's 
“air bath” every day for a considerable 
period, we are confident they would often 
be greatly benefitted. Cleanliness is next 
to godliness, no doubt, and a proper and 
judicious use ef water is tobe commended; 
but human beings are not amphibious. 
Nature indicates that the functions of the 
skin are to be kept in order mainly by 
muscular exercise, by exciting nutural 
perspiration by labor; and delicious as is 
the bath, and healthful under proper 
regulations, it is no substitute for that 
exercise of the body without which all the 
functions become abnormal.

Spanish Frugality. 

There is no ple so frugal. We often 
wonder how a Washington clerk can live 
on twelve hundred dollars, but this would 
be luxury in expensive Madrid. It is one 
of the dearest capitals indurope. For- 
eignérs are never weary decrying its high 
prices for poor fare: but Castilians livein 
good houses, dress well, receive their inti- 
mate friends, and hold their own with the 
best, in the promenade, upon incomes that 
would seem penury to any country parson 
in America. Thereare few of the nobility 
who retain the great fortunes of former 
days. You can almost tell on your fingers 
the tale of the grandeesin Madrid who can 
live without counting the cost. The army 
and navy are te with general officers 
whose political services have obliged their 
promotion. The state is too much im- 
poverished to pay liberal salaries, and yet 
the rank of these officers requires the 
maintenance of a certain social position. 
Few of them are men of forne. The re- 
sult is that necessity has taught them to 
live well upon little. I knew widows who 
went everywhere in society, whose daugh- 
ters were always charmingly dressed, who 
lived in a decent quarter of the town, and 
who had no resources whatever but their 
husband's. pension. 

The best proof of the capacity of Span- 
iards to spread a little gold ovef as much 
space as a goldbeater could, is the enor- 
mous competition for public employment. 
Half the young men in Spain are candi- 
dates for places under government rang- 
ing from $250 to $1,000. Places of $1,500 
to $2,000 are considered objects of legiti- 
mate ambition even to deputies and lead- 
ing politicians. Expressed in reals, these 
sums have a large and satisfying sound, 
Fifty dollars seems little enough for a 
month’s work, but a thousand reals has 
the look ofa most respectable salary. In 
Portugal, however, you can have all the 
delightful sensations of prodigality at a 
contemptible cost. You can pay, without 
serious damage to your pursé five thou- 
sand reis for your breakfast.—[ Atlantic 
Monthly.

no means uncommon also Auvergne, 
about the district of Mont d'Or, under the: 
name of the “Mal S.”’ Main Inthe course 
of the present century,it seems to have en- 
tirely disappeared from this part of 
France, as it had previously done from 
other parts of the country, as for exam- 
ple, from the coast of Brittany and Nor- 
mandy, where it formerly prevailed toa 
considerable extent. 

Spain continues to be more infested 
with leprosy than most other European 
countries; but information as tothe extent 
of its prevalence in different part is very 
scanty and imperfect. In the latter parts 
of last century it was common in Andalu- 
sia, Asturias, Galicia, &c.; there were 
many lazarhouses in these provinces at 
that time, occupied by numbers of in- 
mates. It still exists to a considerable 
extent not osity in these parts of the 
peninsula, but also in. Grenada and in 
Catalonia. 

Dr. Grasset, writing in 1520, mentions 
particularly in the, last-named province 
the town« Hcus, Kindoms, Vilaseca and 
che montainous district of Prades, near 
Tarragonay as localities where many lep- 
rous cases were to be seen. 

In Portugal, the chief seat of the dis- 
ease in recent times has been the hilly 
district ef Lafoes, in which the number of 
leprous persons was, about thirty years 
ago, Variously esteemed at three hundred 
to as manythousands. It is still endemic 
also in the provinces oi Lower Beira and 
the Algarve. There is a leper hospital in 
Lisbon. 

With respect to the other countries of 
Europe, hitherto not mentioned, viz.: 
Great Britain, the Netherlands, Denmark, 
Germany, and Switzerland, cases of the 
disease have, during the present century, 
been of very rare occurrence among the 
native residents. Most ofthe examples 
that have been met with in England (and 
the remark applies to Holland also), have 
occurred in persons who either were na- 
tives of some of the tropical countries 
where the malady is still common, as in 
the West or East Indies, &c., or who had 
resided there for many years. 

Leprosy also continues to exist in sev- 
eral of the islands off the Western coast 
of Africa. Its still epidemic in Madeira, 
although not’ now tothe extert that it 
was at the end of the last century. There 
isa leper hospital near Funchal. The 
number admitted between 1702 and 1303,

In La Plata, the disease is said to be 
little known, and only seen in the prov- 
inces of Parana and Uraguay,in_ the in- 
terior. Jn the countries on the Weat side 
of South America, ss in Chili and Peru, it 
seems to have been scarcely, 1f at all, ob- 
served until quite recently. Cases have 
been met with of late years in the city of 
Quito.

SPEECH OF COL. DURRETE. 


Ou Monday lest the trial of John Heitz? for the 
murder of George Lobsteis, began io the Circuit 
Court, The jury, atter hearing the evidence, the 
instructions of the court, and the argumeats of 
counse], took the case lest Thursday ¢ vening. 
Not, Lowe ver, being ab'e to agree upon a verdict 
ibat evening, they were put under charge of the 
Sheriff, where thev remained without dispersing 
unt!l last eventog, when, it being xatisfactorily 
a°cei tained that they could not agree, they were 
discharged. This leaves the accu-ed to be tried 
again; but. as the disagreement of juries, ip 
ca ex of this sort, are usually followed by ball to 
the prisoner, we suppoze that a motion to that 
eff ci will be made in court to-morrow morning. 
The acensed has already been lying in jail ever 
since the 17th of March Jast, and, if be is bailed 
out, be will no dovbt more than enjoy the breath 
of fresbeatr he will iohale outside of the prison 
walls,

And here we may say 
that the presence of implied malice ts revutted 
by all the circumstances of the case, 

Heitz and Lobsetein were natives of the same 
country. They were Frenchmen, born upon the 
betks of the Rhine. Their infant eves looked 
upon the same castellated ruins and upop the 
séine vine-clad bills. They migrated from the 
san e native land and became citizens of the same 
adopted country. They left tbe b'ue waters ofthe 
Moselle to dweilupon the placid Ohio. In this 
country they both became gardeners, and thus 
follt wed the same pursuit in life. And thus bora 
together, reared together, quitting the old and 
adopting a new country together, their life was 
one and their hearts were one. They plaved to- 
gether, worked together apd lived togetberin 
npobds of the pnearest and dearest friendship. 
Ey. n their places of abode were pear together, 
and they were neigvbors a3 well as friends. And 
from tne dag of their nativity totne last dav of
